Clinic

SARASOTA, Fia., Dec. 28.—Dr. 
Fred H. Albee of the Pan-~-Ameri- 
can Hospital, New York, announced 
here today that plans have. been 
completed by which a group -of 
médical men will conduct a flying 
clinic in South America .and Cen- 
tral America next month. . 

The clinic will leave New York 
Jan. 24 and proceed to -Miami. 
From there the airship will be 
taken over virtually the same route 
as that flown by Col. Charles A, 
Lindbergh in his good-will flight. 

The itinerary will cover 17 days.

NEW TROLLEY FARE. 
SCHEDULE TOMORROW 


{2-Ride Tickets to Be Sold for 
$1 as Experiment—Cnhil- 
dren Must Pay 5 Cents. 


The new experimental street car 
fare providing increases in the 
price of weekly commutation 


tickets and children’s fare will be- 
come effective at 3 a. m. tomor- 
row. 

Weekly tickets will cost $1 for 
12 rides instead of 90 cents, the 
rate effective since Aug. 26, and 
children’s fare will be five cents 
cash, or six tickets for 25 cents. 
The rate for children has been 
three cents since 1921. 

Ticket holders who have used up 
their 12 rides still will be entitled 
to additional rides in the. week for 
five cents, but hers&fter.thes must 
present their tickets to be punched 
when paying the fare. The new 
tickets have 60 spaces on the back 
for punching five-cent fares, but 
there is no limit to the number of 
rides the ticket holder may use at 
that rate within the time for which 
the ticket is issued. 

The new rate was authorized by 
the State Public Service. Commis- 
sion to be effective until further 
order.

Real estate depression, lower 
prices in the bond market, reduced 
rents, tight money and the stock 


market crash formed a com- 
bination of circumstances which 
ended the prosperity of the 
Cytron Mortgage Co. and resulted 
in the appointment of a Federal 
receiver, according to former Judge 
A. B. Frey, attorney for the com- 
pany. | 

Although counsel for a dissatis- 
fied minority stockholder has es- 
timated that purchasers of Cytron 
second mortgage bonds will lose 
$2,000,000 or more, Frey insists 
that under the Federal receiver- 
ship sufficient assets should be sal- 
vaged to insure a “minimum of 
loss’”’ to bond holders. “Officers 
of the company tell me that only 
$1,500,000 worth of Cytron bonds 
are outstanding, most of them 
amply secured by self-supporting 
properties,” Frey said. 

Gustave Cytron of 4501 Marfy- 
land avenue, president and founder 
of the company, who built up one 
of the largest businesses in second 
mortgage. bonds in St...Louis with 
the” , “We have paid in full 
since 1905,"" had pledged his entire 
fortune, borrowing $25,000 on his 
lifé insurance and several thousand 
dollars on family jewelry in an ef- 
fort to save the compan, and pro- 
tect investors, Frey said. 

M. H. Rodemyer in Charge. 

Cytron and the members of his 
family who are officers and diréc- 
tors of the company, owning two- 
thirds of its stock, were ousted 
automatically from direction of the 
company’s affairs yesterday when 
M. H. Rodemyer, real estate dealer 
and a director of the St. Louis Real 
Estate Exchange, took charge of 
the offices at 110 North Ninth 
street, as receiver. 

Rodemyer’s appointment. by- Fed- 
eral Judge Davis Friday served to 
stem the flood of suits against the 
company and silence numerous 
threats of litigation and foreclosure 
proceedings agaifist Cytron proper- 
ties. Rodemyer will set to work 
to determine the equity of ‘bond 
holders in the Cytron properties 
which include about 20 apartments 
among them the Kenrick Square, 
Lindworth, Greystone and Convent 
Garden apartments. 

Meanwhile, it is expeeted, no ac- 
tion will be taken on three re- 
ceivership suits whieh were filed 
in the State Circuit Court inasmtich 
as it has been the custom to permit 
Federal proceedings to take prece- 
dence. An involuntary petition tn 
bankruptcy, also filed Friday in 
Federal Court; may result in the 
appointment of a trustee who 
would supplant the receiver. 

How Company Operated. 

The Cytron company, like other 
companies engaged in the second 
mortgage business, 
lending money on buildings, most- 
ly large apartment buildings, pre- 
viously encumbered by swbstantial 
first mortgages, and also by pur- 
chasing mortgaged 
against which it 
mortgages. 

Such mortgages were re-sold on 
specific properties in the form of 
second mortgage bonds of small 
denomination, usually $500 or 
$1000, to investors seeking higher 
interest than offered by first mort- 
gage bonds and willing to assume 
@ correspondingly greater risk. 

The second mortgage dealer usu- 
ally makes a profit by requiring the 
borrower of money to accept a 
substantial discount under the face 
value of the mortgage and by 
charging the borrower a_ higher 
rate of interest than he allows the 
bondhoider, to whom he sells in 
smaller denominations, 

When the dealer buys incum- 
bered property, he can make a 
profit by issuing a second mort- 
gage for more than the price he 
paid or for more than the value of 
his equity after allowing for the 
first mortgage. | 

If the property fails to produce 
sufficient income to meet interest 
charges, the bonds become due by 
default and subject to foreclosure. 
Under foreclosure, the second 
mortgage may become worthiess 
because of depreciation in pro 
value.

FRENCH NOTE DIMS 
HOPE OF S POWER 
PACT AT LONDON 


Qn Its Face, It Makes 
Agreement Impossible— 
‘May Be for Home Con- 


sumption, However. 


OFFICIAL U. S. VIEW

WASHINGTON, Dec. 238.— 


France’s note on the coming naval 
arms conference at: London,: which 
was delivered to the State Depart- 
ment tonight, has dimmed the 
bright prospect created by the 
Hoover-MacDonald conversatiuns 
of last October. ‘The hope that 
out of the conference will come a 
five-Power accord has by no means 
been abandoned, but the official 
expression of the hope is now tem- 
pered with a palpable uneasiness. 

Two interpretations of the 
French memorandum are possible. 
One is that it represents a posi- 
tion from which there will be no 
retreat. ‘The other is that it was

Official View Optimistic. 

Officially,, it is the opinion of 
the Hoover administration that 
there is no reason for discourage- 
ment. The memorandum, accord- 
ing to this optimistic view, is but 
the restatement of an_ attitude 
which already was well known. 
With a show of confidence, the 
staternenit was made today in some 
official quarters that the French 
note was largely for “home con- 
sumption” and that-France,-in the 
end, would. subscribe to a general 
‘pact. ° : : 

Not all of the comment was of 
this- hopeful character. One prom- 
inent Senator: expressed the view 
that the French note had destroyed 
all possibility of a five-Power un- 
derstanding along the lines desired 
by President Hoover and Prime 
Minister MacDonald. The most 
that could be expected, he thought, 
was an agreement to suspend cap- 
ital ship building for’ five or 10 
years—an agreement which, while 
permitting the conference to make 
a show of accomplishment, would 
yet fall far short of the announced 
objectives of the conference. 

French Demands. 

The French memorandum | ap- 
pears on ita face to be more than 
a gesture. It is difficult to .see 
how there can be any substantiai 
measure of retreat from the thesis 
there announced. 

The note has the characteristic 
French lucidity; it is blunt and it 
contains a vein of delicate irony. 
It is in keeping with the.French 
refusal to participate in the Ge- 
neva conference of 1927.

he irony in the note is the un- 
mistakable. An American President 
was the foremost influence in ¢s- 
tablishing the League of. Nations. 
France now takes its stand on the 
covenant of.the League and in ef- 
fect invites the United States to do 
likewise. But the United States ws 
committed against the League. The 
United States prefers the Kellogg 
pact. 

A Touch of Irony. 

‘France gently suggests that the 
United States would have made out 
a. better case for the Kellogg pact.

TRACHOMA RESEARCH WORK 


—— 


Donation by Commonwealth Fund of New 
York Makes Possible Inquiry on a Scale- 
Never Before Attempted. 


A $250,000 gift from the Com- 
monwealth Fund of New York was 
announced yesterday by Chancellor 
Throop of Washington University 
to undertake a program of trach- 
oma research on a scale never be- | 
fore undertaken. 

Trachoma, an infectious dtsease 
of the conjunctiva or inside of the 
eyelid and. the eornea which 
shuts off the cornea or .trans- 
parent “window” of the eye 
with opaque’ scar tissue, is de- 
scribed as the worst world scourge 
among the eye diseases. It is es- 


timated that 20,000 persons in Mis- 
souril have the disease, and known 
that the State pays $200,000 a year 
in pensions to persons blinded by 
trachoma. 7 

In this light, Chancellor Throop 
considered the gift to the medical 


Missouri. The university expects 
to co-operate with the State and 
Federal public health services, 
which operate a trachoma hospital 
at Rolla and have made distinct. 
advances in study of the disease 
and toward controlling its spread. 
Institute to Open in Fall. 

The research in trachoma and 
allied diseases will be conducted at 
Oscar Johnson Institute, which will 
be completed next September at 
Kingshighway and Euclid avenue. 
The university was notified of the 
Commonwealth Fund's award pre- 
cisely a year after the $506,000 
memorial Christmas gift of Mrs. 
Oscar Johnson, her sons and her 
daughter for the building of the in- 
stitute. 

Research will be directed by Dr. 
Harvey J. Howard, director,of the 
Institute and of McMillan Hospital, 
and professor of ophthalmology in 
the School of Medicine. 

“Dr. Howard epent 12 years in 
establishing the science of oph- 
thalmology in China, where he es- 
timates there are 100,000,000 cases 
of trachoma,” said Charicellor 
Throop. “He probably knows more 
about it than any other man liv- 
ing. 

“His program, as submitted to 
the Commonwealth Fund, was 
made the basis of the grant. with- 
out material change. There will 
be nothing else in the world that 
begins to compare with it.” i 

Autherity for the grant -was ob- 
tained by Miss Barbara 8S. Quin, 
director of research grants, and 
Bafry C. Smith, general director. 
at $50,000 a year for five years. 
The board indicated that it would 
be inclined to consider a further 
grant at the end of the period on 
a basis of demonstrated results 
and continued need. 

Harkness Foundation. 

The Commonwealth Fund ‘was 
established.some years.ago by Ed- 
ward 8S. Harkness Sr.'and is some- 
times known as the Harkness 
Foundation. It is devoted to in- 
ternational promotion of health, 
but primarily in the United States. 
It has worked for child welfare 
in Austria and lately has con- 
tributed, 50-50 with local authori- 
ties toward the establishment of 
rural hospitals under the direction 
of Dr. Lester J. Evans, who graa- 
uated from Washington University 
Schoo! of Medicine in 1921. “ 

“Isolated scientists in different 
parts of the world,” said Dr. How- 
ard, “have been working sporadi- 
cally and’ alone oft the trachoma 
problem, many times repeating 
what someone else had done and 
discarded as on the wrong. track. 
The isolated worker also faced the 
} difficulty of sooner or later being 
confronted with a situation which 
required technical skill or experi- 
ence ‘which he did not possess, so 
he was compelled to discontinue 
his work.” /

Borah responded with a sizzling 
statement in which he said it was 
‘eéecCéssary for someoné to tell the 
truth about conditions, and that he 
purposed to tell it without asking 
leave of anyone.

Wickersham's Statement. 

Criticism, of President Hoover's 
}Commission on Law Enforcement 
for failing to make a report, ut- 
tefed earlier this week by Borah 
‘and Senator Harris (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, drew from George M. Wick- 
ersham, chairman, the statement 
that the commission had been 
ready for some time to make a pre- 
liminary report to the congression- 
al joint committee recommended 
several months ago by the Presi- 
dent, but had been waiting for 
Congress to create the committee.

CONGRESS MUST

Two Types of Claims Satis- 
fied, for Cost of Rhine 
Army and Those Awarded 
by Commission. 


WASHINGTON, Dec., 28 — An 
agreement has been reached be- 
tween. the United States and Ger- 
many for settlement of all Amer- 
ican reparations claims arising out 
of the war, and will be submitted 
to Congress for approval. 


A statement tonight by Ogden 
Mills, Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury, made after announce- 
ment at Berlin that negotiations 
had been concluded, explained that 
the arrangement would carry out 
the terms of the Young plan for 
settlement of all reparation claims 
against Germany and that it con- 
templated an abatement of the 
American Government’s portion of 
the total. 

During the Young plan discus- 
sions last May, the Mills statement 
pointed out, the arrangements for 
dealing with the subject and for 
the remission of a small portion of 
the American claims were sub- 
mitted to a White House confer- 
ence of members of Congress and 
officials. 

“The State Department and the 
Treasury Department have for 
some weeks past conducted conver- 
gations with the German Govern- 
ment with a view to drafting a 
proposed agreement covering pay- 
ments by Germany to the United 
States on account of army costs 
and mixed elaims in the annual 
amounts recommended by the 
Young committee of experts,” it 
said. “The two Governments are 
in accord as to the form and terms 
of such an agreement, but it can- 
not be definitely concluded until 
the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment has been so authorized by 
the Congress. 

Will Offer Exact Agreement. 

“The purpose of the negotiations 
was to enable the executive 
branch of the Government to sub- 
mit to Congress in definite form an 
agreement acceptable to the Ger- 
man Government so that the Con- 
gress before granting the necessary 
authority would have before it the 
form of the agreement. 

“The schedule of payments con- 
forms to the annuities proposed by 
the Young Committee for the 
United States. From each of the 
annuities to be received, 40,800,000 
Reich marks are to be allocated 
to the satisfaction of mixed claims 
and the balance to the satisfaction 
of our government’s claims on ac- 
count of army costs, This is sub- 
stantially in accord with the pro- 
gram outlined at the White House 
conference of May 19, 1929, which 
was attended by a number of the 
leaders of both houses of Congress. 

‘The form of the agreement and 
the provisions in respect of post- 
ponement, generally speaking, fol- 
low the agreements heretofore ne- 
rotiated for the settiement of the 
debts owed the United States by 
foreign governments. The execu- 
tion of this agreement is contin- 
gent, of course, upon the coming 
into effect of the Young plan. In 
the meanwhile the United States 
retains all ofits existing rights.” 

Amount of Claims, 

Treasury records show that on 
Sept. 1 the American reparations 
claims against Germany were con- 
sidered to amount to $193,936,765 
on account of expenditures of the 
American Army of occupation 
maintained in Germany after the 
armistice, and $256,656,2138 on ac- 
count of mixed claims of American 
citizens and the Government 
against Germany for war damage 
of various sorts. 

The committee of experts headed 
by Owen D. Young, who have pro- 
posed the now pending plan for 
dealing with all of Germany's rep- 
aration liabilities, proposed to re- 
duce the annuities which the Unit- 
ed States would receive, The Treas- 
that 
this program “represented a post- 
ponement rather than a diminution 
of payment,” as the payments were 
first planned by the original Dawes 
commission which dealt with the 
reparations obligations. 

The American Government fig- 
ures now indicate that the total 
of the reparations represented by

Suits Disclose Difficulties. 
First public knowledge of diffi- 
culties in the Cytron organization 
came eight days ago when Edward 
A. Byrne, holder of a $500 second 
mortgage bond on the Convent 
Garden property, sued for a re- 
ceiver in State court,, alleging de- 
fault and that preferred payment 
had been made to other bond hold- 
ers. Attorney “ Frey declared 
Byrne's action was unwarranted, 
but on Monday the company was 
named co-defendant in a suit for u 
receivership for the Lindworth 
property, filed by Mrs. Florence 
Reinfeld, who alleged that the Cy- 
tron*company had so managed the 
property that her investment of 
$7000 in bonds was endangered. 


Three Additional Suits, 

Three additional suits were 
rushed inté court Friday. In Fed- 
eral Court, a minority stockholder 
filed the suit which resulted in the 
receivership and three creditors— 
a plumbing company, an extermi- 
nator company and an electrician 
—joined in an involuntary petition 
in bankruptcy. A few minutes 
after the receiver was appointed, 
another receivership suit was filed 
in Circuit Court. 

The receiver was appointed on 
the petition of Samuel Klein, 
minority stockholder, who had in- 
vested $26,000 in a block of pre- 
ferred and common stock. He al- 
leged waste and mismanagement, 
charging that the company’s large 
sales force was causing a dally 
financial loss; that assets were in- 
cumbered for their actual value; 
that officers had threatened to sac- 
rifice equities in order to raise 
cash, and that foreclosures would 
result in serious loss to stockhold- 


ers. 
Charges Denied. 

The belated suit in the State 
court was filed by 8. F. Burman, 
another minority stockholder, who 
alleged that the officers were guilty 
of “gross misconduct;” that they 
caused the records of the company 
to be falsified; that they wrote 
mortgages exceeding the actual 
value oft equities; that they trans- 
ferred money and property to their 
own names and to other corpora- 
tions organized by them, and that 
“hundreds of bondholders are now 
penniless and destitute and have 
lost their life’s savings.” These 
charges were denied by Attorney 
Frey for the company. 

The estimate of the probable loss 
to bondholders was made by Carl 
Dubinsky of the law firm of Du- 
binsky & Duggan, which represents 
Burman and Byrne in their re- 
ceivership suits. Frey declared 
there was no basis for this esti- 
mate, declaring the company wel- 
comed the appointment of Receiver 
Rodemyer. “It should put an end 
to the trivial suits that have been 
brought in the State courts in an 
effort to harass the company,” he 
said. “It should stop the threats 
of other suits in the State courts 
and the Justice of Peace courts, 
which would only interfere with 
working out a settlement.”’ 

The Cytron company owns and 
occupies one of the most imposing 
buildings in the real estate section. 
The structure is of the design of a 
modern neighborhood bank with a 
two-story pillared stone front. 

F. W. Diestelhorst, agent 
charge of the Argonne apart- 
ments, described as one of the 
Cytron properties in yesterday's 
Post-Dispatch, stated last night 
that the Argonne property was 
owned by William L. Gladstone 
and was in no way connected with 
the Cytron company.

dent’ has nothing to do with this 
quesion,’’ he declared. “I presume, 
of course, that the President wants 
clean and efficient service, and I 
say to these Senators that we 
haven’t got that at the present 
time, and washing your hands with 
sightless soap in the presence of 
the President will not bring effi- 
cient service. It is necessary to 
state the facts, and they are going 
to be stated. 

“T assert that the permit system 
as carried on now is a scandal— 
that it is being used in such a way 
as to demoralize the whole enforce- 
ment system. And I assert that 
the enforcement department 
(Treasury) is responsible for this. 

“T further assert that practically 
open saloons are running in the 
jurisdiction of District Attorney 
after District Attorney in this 
country. I do not mean simply in 
New York and Chicago; the condi- 
tion prevails throughout the coun- 
try. 

“I do not assume that you can 
catch every bootlegger. But the 
open, flaunting, defiant, persistent 
disregard of the law, day after day 
and month after month, with no 
effort to stop it, calls for discus- 
sion. That, in my judgment is the 
best way to help the President and 
especially to help the enforcement 
of the law.” 

From this and Borah’s previous 
utterances, it appears that he will 
insist, not only on wholesale 
changes in the personnel of the en- 
forcement bureau, but also in the 
personnel of United States District 
Attorneys throughout the country. 

Check on the Nolle Pros. 

Apropos of the latter, Attorney- 
General Mitchell today reminded 
District Attorneys by a circular let- 
ter that there is an 8-year-old rule 
that no prohibition cases shall be 
nolle prossed without the consent 
of the Department of Justice and 
directed them to observe it. It has 
been widely disregarded, the prose- 
cutors taking the attitude that they 
were in a better position to know 
whether they had good cases than 
their remote superiors in Washing- 
ton. 

Capper, after expressing the 
opinion that prohibition has been 
successful in the small towns and 
rura] districts but unsuccessful] in 
the larger cities, stated that the 
states and cities should follow the 
lead of the Federal Government in 
setting up commissions on law en- 
forcement. 

“All the commissions could co- 
ordinate their efforts,” he said. 
“In each State and city there 
would be a clearing house for law 
enforcement. Information could 
be gathered, classified, digested 
and made available for State and 
local legislative bodies, and for 
State and local enforcement of- 
ficers. And their work could be 
harmonized with that of the Fed- 
eral Government.” 

‘ Uncle Sam as Policeman. 

From this sweeping proposal, 
the Kansan went on to the more 
drastic one that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should take over general- 
ly the police work and prosecution 
of criminal offenders now conduct- 
ed by the states.

in trachoma cases in New Mexico, 
used them to produce an eye irri- 
tation in monkeys at the Rockefel- 
ler Institute in New York. The 
hiatus in his demonstration, as Dr. 
Howard explained, was that not all 
the ophthalmologists who exam- 
ined the monkeys believed that the 
irritation corresponded to trachoma 
in human beings. The disease it- 
self is not found in animals. 

Cultures from Noguchi's strain 
and from patients of the trachoma 
clinic are being tested on monkeys 
and chimpanzees housed on the 
roof of the medical school dispen- 
sary. Dr. Howard paused in his 
exposition for a footnote on the 
lamentable idiosyncracies of his 
chimpanzees, which require not 
only attention but affection from 
their nurses and are likely to pine 
away and die of pure homesick- 
ness. 


Tracing the Source. 

From the point of checking on 
the Noguchi strain the bacteriolog- 
ical phase of the work will attempt 
to determine if the disease is 
caused by any bacteria, or by a 
filterable virus, unseen through any 
miscroscope, as in smallpox and 
yellow fever. 

New methods of growing living 
human tissues in test tubes will be 
utilized in thé cytological phase. 
From this angle the inclusion 
bodies found tn the human cells in 
trachoma, will be scrutinized to 
throw further light on the cause 
of the disease, 

Inclusion bodies are found in the 
known virus diseases rather ‘than 
in bacterial diseases, but they dif- 
fer from the inclusion bodies of 
trachoma: The question here, ex- 
plained Dr. Howard, is whether 
the inclusions are products of a 
virus, or if they are a protozoic 
cause of the disease. 

Search For a Remedy. 

Artificial propagation of body 
tissue also will be used in chemo- 
therapy experiments, to find a 
chemical germicide which will de- 
stroy the infection but not fnjure 
the eye, such as the silver nitrate 
solution which has minimized the 
once dreaded “babies” sore eyes’’ as 
a cause of blindness. 

An immunologist will stxidy the 
transmission of the disease, in 
which the common towel is a prin- 
cipal agent. He will investigate 
the immunity of various individuals 
and races, and attempt. to deter- 
mine, for example, why trachoma 
is comparatively rare among 
Negroes. 

In the biochemical phase, one 
ophthalmologist's theory that a 
dietary deficiency is a factor in 
trachoma will be put to the test. 
Relation of vitamins, minerals and 
other essentials of diet to the eye’s 
resistance to the infection will be 
scrutinized.

Native Courts.

SHANGHAI, China, Dec. 28.-— 


The Nationalist Government took} 


measures tonight to rescind extra- 
territorial rights ef foreign nations 
in China, effective Jan. 1. This 
was in spite of the only partial 
acquiescence ot several govern- 
ments to China's Insistence that 
foreigners be tried in Chinese ad- 
ministered courts, . yielding the 
right to trial by courts in China 
maintained by their own govern- 
ments. 

The Nationalist Government's 
Central Political Council ordered 
the sState Council to prepare 
“practical measures for abolition 
of extra-territoriality in China.” 
The latter body tonight issued the 
following mandate: 

“In every sovereign state, for- 
eigners as well as its nationals, 
are equally amenable to its laws 
and the jurisdiction of its tribun- 
als. This is an essential attribute 
of sovereignty. 

System in Force 80 Years. 

“For more than 80 years China 
has been bound by an extra-terri- 
torial system which prevents the 
Chinese Government from exercis- 
ing judicial power over foreigners 
in China. So long as extra-terri- 
toriality is not abolished, so long 
igs China-unable to exercise full 
sovereignty. ° 

“For the purpose of restoring 
her jurisdictional sovereignty, it is 
hereby Geclared that on and after 
Jan. 1, 1930, all foreign nationals 
in China now enjoying extra-terri- 
toriality shall‘ be subject to Chi- 
nese jurisdiction. Executive and 
judicial yuans (departments) are 
hereby ordered to instruct the 
ministers concerned to prepare as 
soon as possible the means to exe- 
cute this mandate and submit them 
for the examination of the legisla- 
tive yuan for promulgation and 
enforcement.” 

Not Expected to Enforce Decree. 

Foreigners well acquainted with 
Chinese affairs express the opin- 
ion that the Nationalist Govern- 
ment will not attempt to end extra- 
territoriality Jan. 1 in foregn con- 
cessions and settlements of treaty 
ports, but for the present will] re- 
strict enforcement of its mandate 
to other areas. Later, probably at 
least one year hence, proclamations 
may direct the inclusion of foreign 
concessions and settlements. 

The Kuomin News Agency says 
in a dispatch: ' 

“The Nationalist Government 
will assume full responsibility for 
the protection of life and property 
and other legitimate interests of 
all foreigners in China in accord- 
ance with Nationalist Government 
laws.”’

Chiang Kai-shek, head of the 
Nationalist Government, announced 
today through Kuomin, the official] 
Nationalist news agency, that he 
had completed a comprehensive 
program providing for sweeping 
political] reforms in the adminis- 
tration of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment, 

The announcement said the pro- 
gram would be made public on 
New Year's day. At the same 
time, Chiang issued a statement to 
the press of China in which he en- 
couraged free and constructive 
criticism and discussion by news- 
papers throughout the country of 
things relating to party and Gov- 
ernment affairs.

He predicted a diminished oaon- 
sumption would result if “we keep 
evérlastingly at &% and deaths from 
alcoholism rid the country of some 
of those who do not*obey the law.” 

Gebhart estimated the nation’s 
drink bill at $2.500,000,000 an- 


nublly, and said this figure repre- 


sented approximately the amount 
that would be spent were there no 
prohibition law, on the-basis of 
population increases since the dry 
act went into effect. 

Prof. Herman Feldman of Dart- 
mouth College submitted another 
paper on the subject,” which was 
read at a meeting by Prof. Stuart 
A. Rice of the University of Penn- 
syivania. Feldman slaid Gebhart’s 
figure of $2,500,000,000 was much 
too high an estimate of the 
amount now spent for liquor, and 
also that much more than that 
would be spent if there were no 
dry law, as the prosperity of the 
country had increased in a faster 
ratio than the population. 

Prof. Fisher said ‘“‘pruvhibtion 
was probably the best method of 
dealing with the alcoholic ques- 
tion. especially. for the «United 
States.”

Results that have 
been obtained register a partial 
success, and with proved en- 
enforcement better results will be 
attained.”

General Electric rsikalee Com- 


mission Can Force WGY 
Off Air at Night.

- WASHINGTON, Dec., 28. — The 
crucial point in Federal regulation 
of radio broadcasting, the power 
of the Radio Commission to com- 
pel broadcasting stations to go off 
the air during certain hours, will 
be argued in the Supreme Court 
early next month. , 

The Genera] Electric Co., which 
refused to obey an order of the 
Commission to close its broadcast- 
ing station, WGY, at Schenectady, 
N. Y., during certain hours at night 
to clear the air channels for the 
company’s station in California, to- 
day filed with the court a brief to 
be used when the case is reached 
for oral argument. 

Holding that Congress conferred 
authority exclusively on the Presi- 
dent to close broadcasting stations 
under extraordinary conditions and 
insisting that the Commission had 
no such authority, the brief assert- 
ed that when a station was closed 
by order of the President even for 
a portion of a day, just compensa- 
tion must be paid by the Federal 
Government. 

When the Radio Commission re- 
fused to renew the license for WGY 
except on condition that it would 
cease broadegasting during certain 
hours, the General Electric Co. 
took the controversy to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Court of Appeals, 
which removed all restrictions. The 
Supreme Court recently consented, 
at the request of the Government, 
to pass on the case. The General 
Electric challenged today the juris- 
diction of the highest court to act, 
insisting that the decision of the 
District Court of Appeals was final 
and not subject to review. 

Conceding that Congress, in its 
constitutional authority to regulate 
interstate commerce, may have 
jurisdiction over radio broadcast- 
ing, the company maintained that 
this power to regulate did not con- 
vey the right to destroy. Pointing 
out its pioneering history in broad- 
casting, the General Electric insist- 
ed that the Federal Government 
must fully compensate it for any 
losses suffered should it be _ re- 
quired to relinquish its constitu- 
tional] right to go on the air when 
it pleased. 

The Radio Commission was aim- 
ing by regulation of the time of 
broadcasting stations on the air. 
it said, te clear the channels and 
improve radio reception. The com- 
pany suggested this could be ac- 
complished constitutionally by re- 
quiring the interfering stations to 
change their wave lencths. 


SIX “DRASTIC MEASURES” 
TO ABATE SMOKE URGED 


Citizens’ League Suggests Laws on 
Firing as Means of Elimi- 
nating Nuisance. 

The Citizens’ Smoke .batement 
League, in a report made public 
yesterday, urged that a law be 
enacted to require use of smokeless 
fuel in equipment which is not 
capable of burning soft coal with- 
out producing heavy smoke. Adop- 
tion of six “drastic measures” sug- 
gested, will result in complete 
elimination of the smoke nuisance, 
the report states 

The six measures are: That only 
such furnaces as are smokeless 
when soft coal is burned by inex- 
perienced persons be permitted to 
remain in use; that the up-draft 
principle of firing is permissible 
only when fuel is fed continuously 
in small quantities by automatic 
devices; that the down-draft sys- 
tem of combustion is correct in 
principle and should be employed; 
that industrial boilers in which soft 
coal is burned should be equipped 
with chain grates or underfed 
stokers; that boilers located in 
schools, churches and apartment 
houses where elaborate stoking 
equipment is not justified should 
be equipped with underfeed stok- 
ers; that small domestic furnaces 
should be equipped with stokers or 
down-draft baffles, unless smoke- 
less fuel is used.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—During 
1929 more than 2,000,000 motor 
vehicles were added to the number 
in use in the United States, a com- 
pilation of registration figures by 
the magazine Motor, made public 
today, disclosed. Passenger cars 
and trucks now in use total 26,- 
562,718, as compared with 24,479,- 
648 a year ago. The increase in 
registration was 8.5 per cent over 
1928, as compared with an  in- 
crease of 5.9 per cent in 1928 over 
1927. 

Passenger cars registered num- 
ber 23,262,843, an increase of 8.% 
per cent over 1928, and trucks 3,-' 
299,870, an increase of 6.1 per 
cent. New York retained the lead 
in registrations, with 2,292,000 mo- 
tor vehicles, about 250,000 more 
than California, Ohio, Pennsylva- 
nia, Illinois and Michigan ranking 
nextinorder. Florida was the only 
State to show a loss in registra- 
tions, but the decline was smaller 
than in the two previous years.

Moreover, the summohing of Manigli, the 
leader of the French functions at the League 
of Nations is.an assurance that nothing wil) 
be done which is not in accord with the work 
at Geneva, with the efforts of the preparatory 
committee and the program of the general 
conference for disarmament. France has no 
desire to take at any time a position which 
might hinder nations, large or small, which 
are already associated with the efforts of the 
League of Nations. 


On .all sides there are preparations for the 
important event. We learn from Tokio that 
Japan is not likejy to accept for light cruisers 
the proportion of 60 per cent fixed at Wash- 
ington, and that Wakatsuki will uphold be- 
fore the London conference the necessity of 
determining the number of cruisers by the 
general economic status of each country (the 
length of its sea-coast, commerce, ocean 
routes and so forth). 


Much nearer to us, [taly is examining the 
problem of submarine craft. Certain of her 
technicians have counseled her openly to. re- 
linguish this defensive arm. A naval officer 
of high rank writes in the Giornale-d'Italia 
that the next war will be waged by entirely 
new. methods and that the military objectives 
which Italy might hope to gain with ,sub- 
matine metnods will be obtained by other 
and better adapted means. At the same time, 
Italy may be persuaded by certain political 
reasons which seem to her desirable, to aban- 
don the policy of seeking naval parity with 
France.

In truth there are many complications in- 
volved without speaking of the famous rights 
of neutrals on the high seas.

“Street Scene,” as the outstand- 
ing hit*‘of the year and recipient 
of the Pulitzer drama prize, com- 
manded most attention. Its author 
had shown earlier in his career a 
keen ear for the tempo of the ma- 
chine age, and in “Street Scene” 
he employs an wnorthodoxy of 
treatment which shows his inde- 
pendence of the conventions and 
cliches of the theater.

The “Eroica”™ has not been 
played in St. Leuis since the in- 
cumbency of Mr. Ganz. But even 
if it appeared on iocal programs 
with the same frequency as the 
Beethoven C Minor, I would feel 
that its performance called for 
somethimg more than the polite at- 
tention accorded to the usual sym- 
phonic program. If the Ninth 
Symphony, the Manzoni Requiem 
and the Bach B Minor Mass, de- 
mand a special tuning up of one’s 
sensibilities so should the “Eroica.” 
It is mot built on the same monu- 
mental scale but its internal force 
is just as great as ary of these and 
its psychological reverberations are 
greater. 

To me it is the colossus of all 
symphonic works and one of man- 
kind's supreme achievements.

The examples of astringent sev- 
enth chords, clashing tonalities, 
anticipations, sudden aiterations of 
tempo and the like, which occur in 
the “Broica” seem elementary to 
one who has been listening fondly 
to Ravel, Stravinsky, Schoenberg.

AS GOOD INVESTMENT IN 1930 


Thomas Rielly of Mercantile-Commerce Co., 
Points to Improved Renting Conditions, 
Cheaper Money, Available Capital. 


Real estate loans will be a desir- 
able and active form of investment 
in St. Louis_in 1930, Thomas Riel- 
ley, vice’ president of the Mercan- 
tile-Commerce Co., said yesterday. 
Rielley is in charge of the real es- 
tate loan department of the com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the Mercan- 
tile-Commerce Bank and Trust Co. 

“Nothing that happened during 
1929 affected the real estate loan 
market here to an appreciable de- 
gree,” he said. ‘Throughout the 
year there were ample funds for 
home owners and realty projects of 
a meritorious nature. The _ tight 
money market, which prevailed 
during the summer and early fall, 
was to a certain extent a blessing 
in disguise to owners of improved 
real estate, because of its effect 
in curtailing speculative building 
operations. This curtailment is 
proving a boon to renting, and will, 
undoubtedly. result in an absorp- 
tion of many existing vacancles. 

“The improved renting condi- 
tions, placing investment proper- 
ties on a sounder income basis, 
coupled with cheaper money, should 
stimulate the demand for that class 
of real estate during the coming 
year. 


“However, bankers generally 
agree that while in recent months 
there has been a growing market 
for mortgage securities, still the 
investing public is more discrim- 
inating in its wants and is seeking 
quality rather than a high yield, 
Liberal loans made under easy 
money conditions are not being re- 
newed for the. original amounts, 
and mortgages for building proj- 
ects of a class where an  over- 
supply exists are looked on with 
askance. On the other hand, there 
is an abundance of capital avail- 
able at reasonable rates for fun- 
damentally sound projects and 
plans for new work of that clas- 
sification are receiving favorable 
consideration from mortgage lend- 
ers. 

“The prospects for the coming 
year indicate that a healthy con- 
dition should exist in the mort- 
gage fiel@, from the standpoint of 
both the borrower and the lender. 
There is a feeling that consider- 
able work will go ahead on plans 
now in the hands of architects, and 
that other projects which were 
halted by the uncertainty of the 
money market, will take on new 
life and be pushed to completion.”

FACE INCREASED. 
VACANCIES IN 1930 


Amount of Construction 
| Now Under Way and 
Planned for This Year. 


HEAD OF OPERATORS’ 
BODY GIVES VIEWS 


Declares Some of New Floor 
Space Provided Merely 
Adds to Overbuilt Con- 
dition. 


The office building industry. 
which may be properly classed as 
one of the greatest industries of 
the United States, since it repre- 
sents more than - $7,000,000,000 
worth of invested capital, faces 
1930 with many problems, accord- 
ing to Paul Robertson, president 
of the National Association of 
Building Owners and Managers. 
“We will begin the year,” he says. 
“with an office space yacangy that 
is slightly in excess of the normal 
vacancy. The last quarterly sur- 
vey of the National Association of 
Building Owners and Managers 
made in October disclosed a vacan- 
cy of 11.55 per cent. Another sur- 
vey will be made immediately as of 
the first of the year to determine 
whether-or not there has been iny 
material increase in.that vacancy.” 
Robertson’s Statement Continues: 

“We are convinced that with the 
addition of many more millions of 
square feet of office space during 
1930 the national average of v1- 
cancies will be higher than in 1929 
—in fact higher than at any time 
since before the World War. There 
is a tremendous amount of buliding 
going on throughout the country 
and many more projects will be- 
gin to assume definite form dur- 
ing 1930. The contracts let for of- 
fice buildings during the first il 
months of 1929 have not only 
greatly exceeded those of 1922 by 
millions of dollars but by millions 
of square feet of floor area as w?ll. 
It is too early to give figures for 
the entire year but within a few 
weeks the totals for 1929 will be 
definitely known, 

“Some of the new construction 
of office buildings is justified from 
the standpoint of local market con- 
ditions. Some of it is clearly adding 
to already overbuilt conditions. The 
National Association of Building 
Owners and Managers will do all 
within its power to throw a clear 
light on actual vonditions in order 
that prospective owners may real- 
ize what their new buildings will 
be faced with in the rental market. 

“Despite this situation there is 
but little pessimism on the part of 
the present building owners and 
manage.:, for those who are in 
that business today have a much 
better conception of the require- 
ments of their job than ever be- 
fore, and much better than most 
of the newcomers in the field. They 
have a better understanding of 
rental] campaigns, operating prob- 
lems and service to tenants than 
ever before. We are firm believers 
in the slogan, ‘Keep yodur tenants 
satisfied and you will keep your 
tenants.’ 

“In this connection, the National 
Association of Building Owners 
and Managers has gone on record 
at the recent business conference 
held in Washington at the behest 
of President Hoover, promising to 
do everything within its command 
to see to it that our properties are 
maintained to the highest degree. 
We hope to assist in the stabiliza-

LISBON, Portugal, Dec. 28.—The 
Colonial Office reported today that, 
a serious mutiny among convicts 
on a Portuguese prison ship bound 
for the African penitentiary at Lo- 
anda, Angola, had been quelled 
only after desperate band-to-band 
fighting. 

The report stated that the con- 
vict ship Guinea was conveying 
126 long-term prisoners when the 
outbreak occurred. The ship was 
within five miles of the ooast when 
the convicts made a wild break for 
freedom, savagely attacking the 
guards and crew. 

It was only after a desperate 
fight that the guards, who were 
armed with rifles and biludgeons, 
succeeded in overpowering the men 
and locking them up in the hold, 

A second attempt at a break- 
away was made as the Guinea was 
going into port, the convicts 
smashing their shackles and rush- 
ing on deck. They were again 
overpowered. This time by troops 
summoned by radio. 

All of the prisoners finally were 
transferred to shore under a strong 
escort.

“Costs are lower today than they 
have been for several years, and 
those contemplating construction 
should be advised by the architect 
not to Gelay,” according to Ham- 
mond. “The outlook for 1980 in 
the construction industry is diffi- 
cult to forecast. However, in ail 
probability, the first quarter of the 
new year will show an amount of 
building construction somewhat 
less than the corresponding quar- 
ter of 19298. ‘This loss will, with 
reasonable certainty, be evercome 
and the total volume of construc- 
tion for 1330 should be equal to, if 
not in excess of, 192%.” 

Reports from leaders of industry

Sidewalks Along 
Rural Highways 
Urged for Safety 


Lives of Pedestrians Menaced 
and Driving Made Danger- 
ous by Their Absence. 


By HAMILTON M. WRIGHT. 
The almost universal absence of 
sidewalks along rural roads, even 


in the vicinity of towns and cities, © 


as well as along arterial highways, 
on which many people find it nec- 
essary to walk, has become a men- 
ace to the lives of pedestrians and 
a source of anxiety and danger to 
the motorist. 

Members of the American So- 
ciety for Municipal Improveme 
who have investigated this subject 
point out that the menace to the 
pedestrian becomes more formida- 
ble at’ night, when the uncertain 
lights and shadows, often even 
along fairly well-lighted roads, 
make it difficult.for the driver to 
see the pedestrian until he is al- 
most upon. him, or to tell how 
many people are walking. The dan- 
ger is increased when trees, poles 
or buildings througn black shadows 
in the intervals of bright lamps. 
But the peril is not entirely con- 
fined to the pedestrian. Many 4 
driver who finds, too late, that he 
‘is confronted with the alternative 
of running someone down or turn- 
ing his car against a fence or build- 
ing, will prefer to risk his own life 
rather than that of an, innocent 
wayfarer.

EMI-AUTOMATIC spark ad- 
vance has been adopted on the 
Plymouth car in spite of its higher 
cost, because Plymouth engineers 
feel that it will enable owners to 
take advantage of the performance 
that is designed into the car.

Shutter Control. 

¢ we avoid damage to radiator 
and engine, it is important to 
have the radiator shutter open at 
the proper temperature. Normal- 
ly this will be anywhere from 120 
to 140 degrees Fahrenheit. 

If the shutter opens too soon, 
the. engine will not warm up as it 
should and crankcase dilution will 
be increased. The choke will have 
to be used longer than it should 
be and quantities of raw gasoline 
will be drawn in, some of which 
will find its way down into ‘the 
lubricating oil. The overrich mix- 
ture will also contribute to carbon 
formation. 
Worse, however, is the shutter 
that opens too late. The shutter 
opens and the fan draws in an icy 
blast against the heated radiator 
and cylinder blocks.

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 28.—With 
the arrival of Jan, 1, 1930, the full 
year’s output of motor cars will 
have exercised 6,600,000 units, a 
new figure for the industry and a 
record that will be difficult to ex- 
ceed, at least for,the next year or 
two. 

During the first 11 months of 
the year the total automobile pro- 
duction was 5,480,000 cars, a new 
high for 11 months. However, it 
is likely there will be a carrying 
over into the new year of quite a’ 
mumber of units. This is not 
serious, however, as it has been 
necessary to do this for practically 
every year since the motor car in- 
dustry has been in existence. 

A study of forthcoming. condi- 
tions leads high executives of the 
industry to look for a replacement 
demand next year of 3,000,000 units 
and a new demand for about 2,000,- 
000 cars, making a total of 5,000,- 
000 for 1930. 

Business leaders all over the 
world are keeping a close watch on 
the automotive industry due to the 
huge output of passenger cars and 
rucks, bécause the gredt activity 
during the first nine months of

a hearing. Luck was with him, for 
it happened that there was a va- 
cant half hour at that station that 
very evening, and nothing yet in 
sight with which to fill it Ac- 
cordingly, the little troup was 
ushered into the studio before the 
microphone; Lord took his stand 
before them, and they went on the 
air, Nobody told Lord what to do; 
he wasn’t even sure just how close 
he was supposcd to get to the 
microphone. 

However, Lord called upon his 
own Yankee resourcefulness and 
the program went through without 
a slip. When the papers came out 
next day, even the harshest of 
critics said that this new feature 
on the little station was worthy of 
note. 

Then the NBO Takes Notice. 
Thereafter the program ran 
every week, and after a time was 
taken to a larger station. Its pop- 
ularity grew by leaps and bounds, 
and after a while Lord decided that 
he would send the scripts to dis- 
tant stations, tell them how to put 
the programs on and let them 
present it. He started charging for 
this service, a little at first, more 
later on. Soon Seth Parker’s Old 
Fashioned Singing School was be- 
ing heard in every part of the 
country, and on every station it 
was called an outstanding pro- 
gram. 

Encouraged by this success, 
Lord gave up his job in the candy 
factory, took what little money he 
had saved and set up an office in 
New York, where he did nothing 
but write about Seth and the other 
good folk of Jonesport. 

It was not long before NBC 
heard of the way Seth Parker's 
popularity was growing, and asked 
Lord for the rights to the Singing 
School. Lord replied that while 
he had no contracts with anyone, 
he felt under moral obligations to 


his scripts, as they had given him 
his start. 

But he told the NBC that he had 
in mind another program to be 
called “Sunday at Seth Parker’s,” 
in which the old hymns would be 
sung and the friendly spirit of the 
folks of Jonesport displayed. He 
explained his idea in detail, and 


the small stations which were using. 


the NBC officials expressed them- 
selves as convinced of its merit, 
but they seemed a bit dubious ds 
to just how such a program would 
be received. It was the general 
opinion that to present a religious 
program with an element of humor 
in it might be a rather dangerous 
thing. : 

However, a trial program was

“Haven't you ever noticed,” he 
asks, “that no matter how beauti- 
ful a song may be, you can’t enjoy 
it to the full the first time you 
hear it? Or even the second and 
third times? Stop and think a 
moment. Aren't your favorite 
songs old songs? And the things 
that make those songs dear to us 
are the memories connected with 
them—memories of the places 
where we heard them sung and of 
the people who sang them.” 

Seth Parker is not a religious 
character in the ordinary sense of 
that term, according to Lord. He 
is just a man who loves his God 
and his neighbor.

Non-Regenerative Short-Wave Set 
Developed, 


A short-wave receiver with non- 
regenerative detector has been de- 
veloped by the engineering staff of 
the Jenkins Television Corporation, 
Jersey ,City, for radiovision. It 
is A. C. type. and-has one 
stage of tuned. screen-grid r. f. 
amplification, followed by a band 
pass filter. This feeds a 27-type 
non-regenerative powér detector, 
which, in turn, feeds a two-stage 
resistance-coupled amplifier with 
224 screen-grid tubes. The final 
stage is a 45-type tube. Its range 
is 100 to 150 meters, or covering 
television wave length assignments. 
Due to a special network 
in the atidio-frequ amplifier, it 
is said to amplify uniformly over 
a range of 15 to 30.000 cycles.

but it is the same “Old Vincennes,” 
and Tom, the, history hound, re- 
minded us, or told us, as the case 
might be, fhat Vincennes was 
founded in 1702. and was the capi- 
tal of Inidiana Territory.

With 
consideration for the financial aspects 
of the case—-as well as for the other 
principles which evoked the zoning 
law—the tower is tentatively limited

Thus, in consequence of translat- 
ing slopes into rectangular steps and 
thus limiting the tower, the mass as- 
sumes the form depicted in the third 
drawing. But further revisions are 
obviously necessary. There are found 
to be too many steps. These steps, be- 
cause of their number and their com- 
paratively small area, would be too 
expensive and, besides, they would be 
The upper ones are too small, 
for when spaces had been set aside for 
elevators nothing would be left. Any- 
way, not enough rentable space would 
be left to justify the expense of build- 
ing. The architect’s problem then is 
to get rid of as many steps as pos- 
sible and at the same time preserve 
the general sloping effect. The re- 
sult is pictured in the fourth draw- 
ing. It is the mass that remains after 
the undesirable parts have been elim- 
inated. This is not intended as a fin- 
ished or habitable building, the author 
reminds us, but it may be taken as a 
basic form for large buildings which 
conform with the zoning law. 


NDER this type of zoning law, 
| evi g0es on to point 

out, the tendency of architec- 
ture must continue to. be toward the 
set-back building. It is the only 
means by which buildings can ~ be 
pushed higher and higher as yround 
becomes scarce and more and more 
valuable in downtown business dis- 
tricts. The future ejty, therefore, 
seems destined to be a city of towers. 
And instead of an assortment of 
unrelated individual towers, the auth- 
or explains, a definite species of tow- 
er buildings seems to be appearing. 
The tower building, he believes, will 
continue to dominate the architectu- 
ral scene. And not alone will the tow- 
er design be confined to office build- 
ings. Present trends indicate the tow- 
er: form will extend also to the fac- 
tory, the university and the church. 
The four drawings reproduced on the 
preceding page embody certain domi- 
nant characteristics which he believes 
will be found in the religious structure 
of the future, the technology building, 
the hall of learning and the industrial 
arts plant. 

Discussing the drawing of the tech- 
nology center which appears at the 
top and in the center of page one, Mr. 
terriss explains that particular effort 
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Page Two. 
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is made to show the relation of the 
tower to the street. 

“The ground level,’’ he writes, ‘‘is 
given over to wheel traffic; parking is 
all beneath the buildings. The ave- 
nue has also a lower level, in the cen- 
ter, which is used by express wheel 
traffic. We glimpse through the open- 
ings in the retaining wall of this lower 
level the right of way of the subway 
rail traffic. — 

“In the design of this building, by 
the way, one may note an emphasis on

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through a 2-block building—such a building already exists in the Grand Central Terminal, New York, but Mr. 
Ferriss believes that future developments will bring many such.

Indeed, he might have ended his 
days behind the walls, had not remorse 
weighed so heavily upon the guilty 
daughter.

Her second marriage, contracted in 
the belief that she was a widow, end- 
ed in the divorce courts two years ago. 

Thus the voung woman who before 
she was 12 was known throughout the 
country and in every court of Europe 
as the ‘‘wonder child’ of the age, an 
infant prodigy. an ideal illustration of 
what intelligent and well-directed up- 
bringing can do with a child, again has 
given evidence of her inability to man- 
age her own life successfully. 

From the day that Winifred was 
born, on August 19, 1902, her mother, 
who had very decided ideas on the 
training and development of young 
children, set to work to prove, by 
means of her own smal! daughter, the 
practicability of her theories. An idea 
of her success can be gleaned by a 
summary of the child's accomplish- 
ments: 

At six weeks she could sit up alone. 

At six months she could talk and 
knew colors. 

At a year she could converse in 
polysyllables. 

At sixteen months she could read. 

At three years she used a typewrit- 
er, could spell and play simple airs on 
the plano. 

At four she learned the Latin de- 
clensions and conjugations and re- 
ceived a diploma in Esperanto. 

At five she spoke eight languages, 
wrote stories and poems for newspa- 
pers and learned the waltz, two-stép 
and three-step. 

At seven she learned the outlines of 
Greek, Roman and Scandinavian myth- 
ology. 

At nine she passed the college en- 
trance examination of a Western uni- 
versity. 

At twelve she was ready for post- 
graduate work and was teaching Es- 
peranto in the Carnegie Institute in 
Pittsburg, her native city. 


she Wks an expert chess player, 

could swim, ride, row, fence, skate, 
hox and play tennis with proficiency, 
cook, crochet, knit and sew, draw her 
own illustrations to the books she 
wrote and play five musical instru- 
ments. 

No wonder that educators in every 
part of the country were amazed when 
they questioned this girl. No wonder 
that in the courts of Europe they lis- 
tened spellbound as she discussed 
weighty subjects in the language of 
the country; or that countless parents. 


| N ADDITION to these achievements 


listening to Mrs. Stoner on the lecture 
platform, and seeing with their own 
eyes the wonders she had wrought, 
crowded up to her to learn how they 
could make of their own children 
such well-informed, well-rounded and 
healthy persons. 

For the physical well-being of Wini- 
fred was never for an instant sacri- 
ficed to mental prowess. Everything 
that she learned was by means of a 
game, or administered in some stimu- 
lating fashion, so that it never became 
wearisome or a strain. When she was 
in her cradle her mother rocked her 
to sleep to the rhythms of the opening 
lines of Virgil's Aeneid. Soon the in- 
fant learned them. Weights and meas- 
ures were learned by playing at store- 
keeper with her dolis. She learned 
observation by trying to see how many 
objects in a shop window she could 
remember after she had passed by. 
“A first lessons at the age of 

six weeks,’’ said Dr. Stoner 
once, when asked to outline the 
methods by which she achieved such 
marvels with Winifred. ‘‘Every intelli- 
gent child, if rightly taught, can do 
the things that Winifred has done. She 
is not a genius, merely a little girl 
who has developed as I believe nature 
intended all children should develop. 
Surround your baby with the finest 
and most beautiful specimens of art 
which you can procure. Hang the 
walls of his room with brightly-colored 
reproductions of famous paintings and 
have near a few plaster copies of good 
sculpture. While he is still in long 
dresses take him around the room in 
your arms and describe the pictures 
and statues to him in simple, well- 
chosen English. He will understand 
more than you think and will amaze 
you with his artistic appreciation a lit- 
tle later.”’ 

Dr. Stoner, throughout her lecture 
work, and in the last few years when 
she and Winifred have been searching 
the world over for promising material 
to be trained as Winifred was trained, 
always maintained that the child had 
no more than normal intelligence, but 
was simply the result of the right sort 
of training. Winifred herself said, aft- 
er her second marriage: ‘I’ve never 
been a genius—a prodigy perhaps. A 
genius does one thing with great fire, 
but he may be completely deficient in 
some other branch of learning. I am 
proficient in all branches. That is the 
difference between genius and learn- 
ing. But if every normal child had 
been given the advantages I had, he 
could become what I am." 

At twelve, when she appeared with 
her mother on lecture platforms, Win- 
ifred was almost as tall as Winifred 
senior, weighed 129 pounds, and, with 
her glowing, rosy cheeks and bright 
eyes, was the picture of health and 
animation. This, physique and attrac- 
tive vitality has always remained with 
her; when she married, at seventeen, 
she was called as beautiful as she was 
learned.

and lacking in self-consciousness, she 
was always natural, gay and unaffect- 
ed, entirely devoid of the priggishness 
which so often characterizes the infant 
prodigy. 

Facing the world at 16 with the in- 
tellect of a woman of 35. Winifred 
Stoner Jr. stood on & peak which few 
men would dare storm. Who could 
hope to make happy a creature with 
the background of a woman of the 
world and the romantic ideals of an 
adolescent? Who would satisfy a girl 
who had always been held before the 
world as a model of perfection? 

When the gallant knight finally ap- 
peared, in the person of Count Phillipe 
de Bruche, and she eloped with him to 
Greenwich, Connecticut, the world 
voiced approval. He was hailed as the 
ideal match for her, wealthy scion of 
a noble family, cultured, accomplished, 
a composer and poet. He was just 14 
years her senior. 

“T fell in love with him because he 
could do almost everything just a lit- 
tle bit better than I could. He was 
the first man who could outride, out- 
swim, outdistance me in everything I 
tried. After I had seen him for a time 
I knew I had met my god of love. To 
love a man you must respect him. I 


could respect him, and I loved him,~ 


fully and completely.”’ 

In these words Winifred herself 
summed up. her feeling for her first 
husband. How long that feeling last- 
ed is difficult to say. The world heard, 
only a year after the marriage, that 
it had been cut short abruptly by the 
Count’s death in a motor accident in 
Mexico.

and six days a week. Aside from his 
own clients and a few clock dealers, 
who even suspected there was such a 
business at all? 

It was 16 years ago that Clement 
Kissel bought out John Montandon’s 
clock-repair shop. Since that day, he 
conservatively estimates, he has wound 
something like a million ¢locks, to say 
nothing of those he has repaired and 
regulated. His business has grown to 
such proportions that he now spends 
virtually all of his time making the 
rounds of customers’ homes and keep- 
ing their timepieces in running order. 


E PROVIDES this service for 
H 258 households, each of which 
he visits once a week. In the 
course of his weekly round he 
winds some 2200 clocks. This 
means making a round of about 
35 miles a day and winding an 
average of about 360 clocks a day. 
Such repair work as can be done on 
the spot he performs on his round. 
The remainder of it is done in the shop 
by Edward Schneider, his assistant, 
who has been with him for 15 years, 
and who enjoys a status approximat- 
ing that of partnership in the business. 
At this quaint shop, which still oc- 
cupies the original quarters of John 
Montandon, nothing is for sale ex- 
cept service. There 


more confidence in a 
proprietor than an em- 
ploye. They regard the 
proprietor as a responsi- 
ble person, who may be 
freely admitted to their 
homes and given the run 
of the house. 

When Clement Kissel 
laid the foundations for 
his present business, 
even though it may be 
regarded as a queer 
business, he exercised 
no less sagacity than 
other business pioneers 
who foresaw possibili- 
ties where their fellows 
did not and took advan- 
tage of them. The mere 
fact that clock winding 
is an unusual occupa- 
tion and at first thought 
seems a bit absurd is no 
reason for assuming 
that it isn’t worth while. The 
personal factors making for success 
seem to be largely the same in 
all businesses. It probably required 
no less diplomacy, energy and in- 
genuity to build up a _ profitable 
trade as a clock winder than to build 
up a big dry goods or butter and egg 
business. John Montandon was pro- 
viding a winding service for about five 
customers when Kissel took over the 
shop, and Kissel didn’t even inherit 
these. They thought he was too youth- 
ful to know much about clocks. He 
started with no customers at all. But 
he had an idea. Each time he repaired 
a clock he “followed’’ it. He tried to 
induce the owner to engage him, for a 
moderate fee, to look after this and 
all the other clocks in the house at 
regular weekly intervals. 

In support of his proposition 
be stressed the point that clocks 
ean be expected to give good serv- 
ice only when wound regularly, 
preferably on the same day each 
week, at the same time of day and by 
the same person. In this argument 
he had virtually all clock manufactur- 
ers behind him, and he usually won his 
point. Also, he concentrated upon 
getting customers who had large 
homes and a great many clocks to 
wind. For a/$2-a-month fee, he point- 
ed out, he could save them a great 
deal of trouble and at the same time 


visiting list, he soon got 
most of the relatives and 
intimate friends of that fam- 
ily. It wasn’t long until 
he had all the customers he 
could handle. Ten years ago 
hist business reached virtu- 
ally a capacity status and 
since that time he has ac- 
quired few new customers ex- 
cept, now and then when old 
customers would dispose of 
their homes or move out of 
the city. 

A list of Kissel’s custom- 
ers reads like the St. Louis 
Social Register. Most of them 
are-of old and wealthy fami- 
lies, who maintain large 
homes and whose house fur- 
nishings include 20 or 25 
clocks. The homes he visits 
are well scattered over the 
city and county 
but they appear 
in greatest num- 
ber in such resi- 
dentia! sections 
as Portland 
place, Westmore- 
land place and 
the country club 
grounds. In all 
of his 16 years 
in business, Kis- 
sel relates, he 
has never sent 
out a bill for 
his clock-wind- 
ing services and 
never has had a 
bad debt. 

A circumstance

from floor to ceil- 
ing and filled with 
hundreds of clocks 
of every size, make 
and description. 
A Dutch clock, They range from 
400 years old, the cheapest of 
ahteh £ ott modern alarm 
hn clocks to antiques 
of considerable val- 
ue. These represent 
the accumulation of 
unclaimed clocks 
which have been 
brought to him in 
the last 16 years 
for repairs and then never called for. 
After a clock has remained in his 
shop unclaimed for a year, Kissel 
says, he feels free to borrow parts 
from it if he has need of them. How- 
ever, he never feels free to dispose 
of ‘the clock itself. Some of those he 
has have been in that showcase for 
16 years. If a claimant ever calls for 
one he replaces the borrowed parts 
by borrowing again or by manufactur- 
ing the needed wheels or springs. 
The life of a clock, Kissel explains, 
is as indeterminate as anything could 
possibly be. All depends on the care 
it gets. That is another argument, he 
says, in favor of am expert clock wind-

still ticks on, keeping time accurately. 
However, it was in Kissel‘s hospital 
recently for rejuvenation. 

Another celebrated relic which is 
still doing service is a clock owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. William Maffitt, 4315 
Westminster place. It is 150 years 
old and is especially distinguished for 
the fact that it once hung in the bed- 
room of Queen Victoria. Numerous 
others on Kissel’s visiting list boast 
of ages ranging from 100 to 200 years. 


HERE is something about a 
clock, Kissel explains, which 
makes it infinitely more beloved 
to its owner than a watch or 
some article of furniture. It has 
character and personality. It seems 
almost to be alive and conscious. A 
family comes to regard a clock 
as a member of the family group 
and will replace it with no other. The 
older it gets the more beloved it be- 
comes. Also, the more venerable it be- 
comes the farther it progresses toward 
the front of the house. In the front 
halls of many of St. Louis’ finest 
homes, he points out, now hang bat- 
tered antiques which were kitchen 
clocks when they were new and hung 
in the sculleries of the grandparents 
of their present owners. Particularly 
dear to aging persons are the clocks 
they first knew as children. The fa- 
miliar ticking and the peculiarities of 
striking bring back the memories of 
childhood. For that reason it is hard 
to place a valuation on antique clocks. 
Its worth depends on what it means to 
the owner. Some of these antiques 
are virtually priceless. Some are de- 
crepit and temperamental, too. 

Quite often clocks get to be habitual 
liars, Kissel relates, and some of them 
are chronic invalids who must be 
nursed carefully and taken to the hos- 
pital frequently for treatment for the 
same recurring disorder. Frequently, 
in the case of prevaricators, the clock 
doctor explains, the trouble can be 
traced to a maid or a butler who sets 
a clock forward or back to fool the 
family into believing that dinner was 
served on time or for some other sim- 
llar reason. Then they forget to cor- 
rect it later or set it by guess. 

The weather, as well as maids and 
butlers, is held accountable for many 
clock disorders. Indeed, sudden

HE Comm ander 
looked up from his 
sextant and smiled. 
According to his 
reckoning, the 
plane was then 
over the South 
Pole. In the over- 
heated cabin, the 
crew of four shook 
hands. Commander Byrd was now 
over the ‘“‘bottom” of the world and 
he had once been over its ‘‘top.”’ This 
was several weeks ago. 

When Dick Byrd was born, the lithe 
goddess who beckons from the prows 
of spray-drenched destroyers and 
flicks her garments in the fog in front 
of tense airmen marked him for her 
own. As soon as he was old enough, 
Byrd took up the flirtation. 

He was the Hype of boy, dear to 
aunts and cousins, that is forever 
breaking arms playing ‘‘conquer lead- 
er’’ around construction jobs and hang- 
ing from limbs of trees. Brother Tom 
was more sedate and became a Vir- 
ginia gentleman. Harry raised fancy 
apples and later was elected Gover- 
nor of Virginia. 

But Dick wanted adventure, al- 
though feats involving flying did not 
occur to him at the time. While at 
school, at Virginia Military Institute 
and the University of ‘Virginia, he 
chose the sea for a career and ob- 
tained an appointment to Annapolis. 

After a few years at sea, he would 
go into exploration. There was fun, 
now, going places where no one else 
had been; places where the backs of 
men, who had their eyes too firmly 
fixed on the goddess ahead, were bro- 
ken, where expeditions collapsed into 
piles of water bottles and sledges and 
men with high hopes became smudges 
in the snow or sand. 

At Annapolis things began to hap- 
pen that in a few years were to change 
an aspiring naval cadet into one of 
the world’s foremost aviators and ex- 
plorers, after almost breaking the 
youngster’s spirit. 


HE first break happened while 

Navy was playing Princeton at 

football. Mjdshipman Byrd 
failed to arise after a scrimmage and 
was carried off the field. He had frac- 
tured his foot. The injury mended in 
a few months and he was soon back 
at work in the gymnasium, trying, as 
captain of the Navy gym team, to de- 
yise a new and daring trick on the 
flying rings which would win the in- 
tercollegiate meet. 

The trick was to swing in an ex- 
ceptionally bie are and during the 
pause at the top do two complete body 
twists, the first gripping the rings, the 
second spinning free and grabbing 
hold before the descent. The first few 
times he tried it, it worked. The next 
time he missed one of the rings and 
fell, landing on his weak foot and 
shattering several bones. This was in 
December, 1911, and he was to grad- 
uate in June. For five months he 
lay in the hospital and his room, al- 
most failing in his_examinations but 
managing to graduate. However, the 
bony knot of a bone on the outer side 
of his right ankle refused to heal and 
clicked when he walked. By walking 
much and permitting the bone frag- 
ments to grate together, with terrific 
pain, Ensign Byrd managed to stimu- 
late a flow of osseous fluid and the 
bone healed. 

Favoring his game foot, Byrd put in 
four years as a deck officer until he 
suffered his third accident, a fall 
down a gangway, which re-shattered 
the bones of his foot. This time the 
surgeons fixed two of the bones to- 
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gether with a common nail but the re- 
pairs did not suit navy regulations, 
which required that Byrd be retired 
on three-quarters pay for life. 

“A fizzle,’’ Byrd has described him- 
self at this stage of his life, ‘‘ordered 
nome for good, career ended, ngt 
enough income to live on, no chance 
of coming back, trained for a seafar- 


ing profession, temperamentally disin- 


clined for business.” | 

And then he took up aviation, but 
by a devious route. The war came. 
Byrd was detailed to mobilize militia 
in Rhode Island and later transferred 
to a desk job in the Navy Department. 
As months passed he achieved biggér 
desks and deeper waste baskets, which 
were the last things in the world he 
wanted. He strained for action and the 
chase after the lady in flowing gar- 
ments who always assured her follow- 
ers that just around the next corner 
was the big show, and then laughed 
them on to a new chase. His foot 
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throbbed around the galvanized nail. 
He worried and lost 25 pounds in 
weight. And then pleaded before a 
board of surgeons to be allowed a 
month’s trial in aviation. ‘‘You’re in 
terrible shape, Byrd,’’ they told him, 
“but go ahead.’’ ‘ 

He spent his first day at Pensacola 
naval air station watching the graceful 
planes float about in the Florida sun 
until one suddenly ‘spun in’ and 
crashed in the bay, killing the pilot. As 
he stood rooted to the spot a friend 
invited him for a “hop” and put him 
through the entire program of stunts. 
That was when Byrd decided to make 
aviation his life work. He visualized 
the next big feat in aviation to be a 
flight across the Atlantic and began 
preparing himself. Sent to Canada 
in charge of American air forces 
there, he studied maps and other 
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data pertaining to an océanic flight. 

Here another big disappointment 
awaited him. When the crews were 
chosen for the three NC flying boats, 
shortly after the war, the Navy De- 
partment ruled that mén who had seen 
“foreign” service during the war were 
ineligible. Byrd watched the NC boats 
hop off for the Azores with a heavy 
heart. 

As he sat on a hill watching the 
planes fade out of sight, word came 
that the C-5, a non-rigid dirigible in 
which the Navy hoped to cross the 
Atlantic, had blown out to sea with- 
out its crew. This had been Byrd’s 
other hope. : 

Back to Washington, where he 
wrote a bill providing for a Naval 
Bureau of Aeronautics and persuaded 
Congressmen to push it, against Gen- 
eral William Mitchell’s unified air-ser- 
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At the edge of the great ice barrier, as the dog 
teams left with supplies for the permanent hase 
cf the expedition at Little America. 


ice plan. The bill passed. He was 
doing great things for the Navy, but 
still pestered his superiors for a berth 
in a trans-Atlantic flight. 

He got it while the ZR-2 was under 
construction in England, being de- 
tailed as a member of the crew. He 
arrived in England just before the 
huge dirigible’s maiden test flight. 
Places for the flight were scarce and 
Byrd argued at length with a mechan- 
ic named Steele to trade berths. 

‘Really, sir,’’ replied Steele, ‘‘it 
would make a mess of things for me 
if I did not go up in her.’’ 

That night the ZR-2 exploded and 
crashed in the Humber River, killing 
almost the entire crew, including 
Steele. Thus ended Byrd's third vi- 
sion of crossing the Atlantic by air. 

He returned to America, to be 
assigned to the McMillan Arctic expe- 
dition, on which he flew over and 
charted thousands of miles of waste 
lands, using two of his own inventions,

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a bubble sextant and a drift indicator 
And this inspired him with the desire 
to fly over the North Pole, a project 
to which he devoted his effort on re- 
turning. 

As has been told, Byrd and his aid. 
the late Floyd Bennett, flew from 
Spitzbergen to the Pole, but not unti! 
after they had broken their landing 
gear several times in trying to take off 
and almost made a forced landing near 
their goal when one of the motors 
sprang an ojl leak. Taking a chance, 
Byrd decided to proceed, and the oil 
stopped leaking when it reached a low- 
er level. 

A national hero on his return from 
the North Pole flight, Byrd now set 
about to accomplish his beloved flight 
over the ocean. In spite of the fact 
that the Lindbergh and Chamberiin- 
Levine successes had already taken 
place and the glow of novelty had by 
now faded from the idea, Byrd and 
his three companions took off from 
Roosevelt Field, June 30, 1927. Thiey 
did not look for excitement. They 
found, in fact, new horrors and ago- 
nies when their earth-induction com- 
pass ceased working and sent them of! 
their course. 

For 19 hours of the 40 hours’ flying 
the crew of the America saw neither 
land, sea or ship, so wretched was the 
weather which dogged their course 
Then, after passing over Brest, within 
a few miles of Paris the compass went 
bad. 

Darkness had fallen and rain beat 
against the windows of the plane. The 
clouds, so thick that the land was 
barely visible, made low flying dan- 
gerous. With no idea as to directions, 
Byrd steered a course toward what 
he thought was Le Bourget Field. An 
hour passed, two hours, and no Paris. 
Three hours and four hours over 
Western France, but where? Five 
hours and a glance at the gasoline 
gauge revealed the fact that there re 
mained erfough fuel for only one more 
hour of flying.

Later he went to Germany. There he 
spent some time in motion pictures.

Tulloch is married, the husband of 
Nina Susoff, a dancer, now in New 
York.

Even now, the wife of Dr. Norton 
is unable to account satisfactorily for 
his dropping from sight, as the physi- 
cian is not inclined to discuss the af- 
fair in detail. 


Mt. Kisco reveal that he followed 

a number of occupations, from the 
time he abandoned his lucrative sure- 
ical and medical practice. 

After his disappearance from Port- 
land he became the caretaker of a 
Westchester, N. Y., estate. 

Later he became a gardener, at 
which occupation, according to re- 
ports, he seemed extremely happy. He 
worked for a wealthy family on the 
outskirts of Mt. Kisco, and was held 
in high esteem by'his fellow workers, 
because of his ability to treat them for 
physical ailments, some of which were 
not of the minor variety. 

As a result of a maternity case. he 
came under the suspicion of a leading 
Westchester physician that he was 
something more than a caretaker and 
gardener. It seems that the Stork was 
about to pay a visit to the wife of

one of his fellow workers, and a neigh- 
bor woman was called in. The gar- 
dener was also asked to give some ad- 
vice, which he did, though declining 
to act as a doctor. And he dismissed 
the neighbor woman, telling the hus- 
band to call a duly qualified physician. 

When the physician in question re- 
sponded, he sought out the gardener 
and asked him the reasons for his ac- 
tion in the case. The then unknown 
Dr. Norton explained that the neighbor 
woman was in the habit of attending 
her little truck farm, and he was 
afraid that she might cause an infec- 
tion with the germs of tetanus, which 
thrive in garden soil. 

The gardener's knowledge of such 


matters and his recognition of the 
dangers of infection were such 
as to convince the Westchester medico 
that he was deaiing with a trained 
physician. It was not until the ailing 
gardener’s true identity was revealed 
a short time ago that the physician 
told the story concerning Dr. Norton. 

After his job as gardener had ended, 
beeause of his emplbyer going to Eu- 
rope, the Portland physician became a 
chauffeur for anyther wealthy family 
of Westchester. He stayed with this 
family for several years, annually go- 
ing to Florida with his employers. One 
of the strange features in connection 


with the disappearance of the Maine 
medical man was that he never 


dropped his name, Lorenzo Norton, but 
he never told anybody he was a duly 
qualified and licenged physician, and a 
graduate of one of the leading medical 
schools of the United States. 

But the Dr. Norton, who recently 
returned home, was not the same 
rugged individual who left here on 
that Summer's day in 1920. Weak 
and white, and as enigmatical as ever, 
he was lifted from a New York train, 
and borne on a stretcher to a waiting 
ambulance, which sped with him to 
St. Barnabas Hospital here. 


HE wasted man’s view of this 

| city, where he was a_ well- 
known figure up to the mo- 
ment of his strange disappear- 
ance, was not a cheerful one after 
the long years of absence. It was 
still dark when he arrived and the 
big railroad station was all but de- 


_ serted. 


On the station platform, beside the 
ambulanee attendants, was his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Marie Norton Small, who was 
a bride when Dr. Norton dropped 
from sight. And there was with her 
Dr. Eugene Libby, an old friend and 
medical associate, who came to greet 
his colleague of other days. 

The streets of the city were deserted 
as the sick man viewed them from the 
ambulance cot, and not a face that he 
knew appeared on the swift ride from 
the railroad station to the hospital. 
There he was put to bed, and put 
under the care of Dr. Alfred Mitchell 
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Jr., internist, and Dr. Henry H. 
Brock, surgeon, who will perform the 
operation which, it is hoped, will re- 
store Dr. Nogton to health. 

The elderly man—he is 72 years of 
age—smiled faintly as he saw his 
daughter and Dr. Libby on the rail- 
road station platform and lifted an 
emaciated arm to wave at-.them as he 
murmured a feeble ‘‘Hello.’’ 

The medical men who are in at- 
tendance upon him at St. Barnabas 
Hospital reported that he had stood 
the trip from New York well, but that 
he was a very sick man. They could 
not say when the necessary operation 
would be performed, pointing out that 
it could not be done immediately, 
because of the patient's weakened 
state. 

Dr. Norton talked very little. But 
he said he was glad to be “back home 
again.” He found comfort in his re- 
united family, smiling his relief of 
mind at his wife and daughter, who 
are now constantly at his bedside. 

During his medical days in Maine, 
Dr. Norton served as County Physician 
and Health Officer of the section in 
which this city is located, as well as 
being one of the selectmen of East 
Baldwin, a residential suburb of Port 
land. 

He was a member of the lead 
ing medical bodies of the State and 
the United States, before which he had 
read many scientific papers. He was 
alsd prominent in civic and fraternal 
circles. *.

Mules and lean horses 
carrying whole families dump 
them in front of the business 
stores. Both sides, the street is 
lined with beasts tied to hitch- 
racks. Hogs wallow in their holes 
and cows roam with their noses 
turning over rubbish heaps. Some 
bellow for their calves. 

Under the porticos of the busi- 
ness stores men, women and chil- 
dren make groups. Some stare si- 
lently at newcomers who hitch 
their mules to the racks. Some 
whisper among themselves. Legs 
sawing over portico floors and eyes 
stare from under bonnets and 
wide-brimmed hats. Some hill 
men and hill women sit under the 
big elms in the courthouse yard. 
Men lie flat and women lean their 
backs against tree trunks. Men 
whittle or whisper. 


Hill men gather on the board 
walk in front of the restaurant 
and move from mule to mule, 
from horse to horse. Ox to ox. 
Hill traders with more cunning 
than a gypsy feel over the live- 
stock, look into beasts’ mouths. 
Unhurried men with expression- 
less faces make terms in low 
voices, trade or buy without ani- 
mation. Traders mount horses 
and mules, race them, whip them 
to a gallop up and down Main 
gtreet. Mud flies and hoofs pound. 

Trade in the business stores is 
brisk In the general store old 
man Steele husties from counter 
to counter. Hill men sit on coun- 
ters, eat canned peaches and 
crackers, or drink pink soda water 
from bottles. 

Steve Dodie, the town marshal, 
jeans against the casement of the 
general store. The star on his 
shirt glitters, and the butt of his 
.45-zun taps the wall as he shifts 
his body. 

Down in the picnic grove under 
the canopy of spreading elms, hill 
foiks are heating fotched-in victu- 
als over wood fires. Beyond the 
picnic grove, where Meddlesome 
Creek bends into town, hill men 
are shooting rats. Hog rifles roar 
an@ Mausers crack. Men and boys 
sit on the banks of Meddlesome, 
hit rats square, and watch them 
pass with the waters, kicking.

~ after voting. Throw sus- 


picious eyes around. New vot- 
ers enter siowly and  ~scrutin- 
ize those who loaf in the hall- 
way as they pass into the County 
Clerk's office to cast their ballots. 
In the voting place the judges and 
clerks sit at long pine tables, fix 
their eyes on those who enter. 
Alert eyes fly to the door. Hard 
eyes scrutinize. Sometimes hands 
creep nearer the butts of pistol- 
guns on the table. A deputy 
sheriff sits in the corner holding 
a carbine. He rises leisurely, 
steps over to a voter and searches 
him. Finds a gun, marches his 
prisoner to a cell at the end of the 
long hallway. 

Tension everywhere. Because 
everybody's concerned in some 
way. Everybody's related in 
some way to somebody up for 
election. Men and women shut 
their mouths tight and watch— 
watch for moves, watch for fire- 
arms, tucked away in jean pants, 
calico shirts, or wagons. 

Women sit on the stairway that 
leads to the courtroom upstairs.

Some look in the tax 
collector's office a long time be- 
fore they enter.

ETT sees suddenly that five
